Landry sorry for Macintosh reversal

Sex abuse. Report 
reveals complications, 
delays that dragged out 
investigation, extradition 


Nova Scotia’s justice minister 
is apologizing to the men who 
claimed they were abused by 
Ernest Fenwick Macintosh 
for delays that led to the over¬ 
turning of his convictions. 

“We ... know that his vic¬ 
tims did not get the justice they 
deserve. But I do believe that 
these people deserve answers,” 
said Ross Landiy after receiving 
a report examining the 16-year- 
long process of extraditing and 
prosecuting Macintosh. 

The report determined sev¬ 
eral issues at the provincial and 
federal levels complicated the 
investigation of sexual-abuse 
complaints, launched in 1995, 
and the attempt to extradite 
Macintosh from India. 

The former Port Hawlces- 
buiy businessman was con¬ 
victed on 17 counts of sex abuse 
dating back to the 1970s, but 
the convictions were quashed 
on appeal with a ruling that the 
Crown took too long to bring 
Macintosh to trial. 

Delays started with the Pass¬ 
port Office’s decision to reverse 
course on revoking Macintosh’s 
passport, allowing him to re-

new it in 1998 and remain in 
India. 

“The reasons why his pass¬ 
port was renewed ... have 
never been explained,” states 
the report. 

The renewal forced the 
Crown in Nova Scotia to em¬ 
bark on the lengthy extradition 
process, fraught with delayed 
and confused communication 
with the federal agency respon¬ 
sible for extradition requests. 

Landiy said he has asked his 
federal justice minister to re¬ 
view the actions of the agencies 
involved. 

“It’s a matter of looking at 
the facts and then accepting re¬ 
sponsibility and trying to move 
forward to ensure that we don’t 
ever repeat this type of matter,” 
he said. 

The report also highlighted 
the sluggish prosecution of the 
case. 

“The Port Hawlcesbuiy 
Crown ... contributed to the 
delay by failing to follow up 
promptly,” it states, adding the 


workload and court schedule 
are partly to blame. 

The director of the Public 
Prosecution Service said Crown 
attorney Richard MacKinnon 
was handling between 600 and 
1,200 cases a year and spending 
up to five days a week in court. 

“Leaving this to a skilled but 
veiy busy Crown attorney in a 
rural office, a case with these 
complexities, proved not to be 
the right call,” said Martin Her- 
schom. 

Short-term changes being 
implemented to address prob¬ 
lems identified in the report 
include electronic alerts gener¬ 
ated by the Public Prosecution 
Service records system when 
more than eight months elapse 
after a first court appearance. 
Crown attorneys will also be 
trained in extradition proceed¬ 
ings. 

Longer-term solutions in¬ 
clude a new electronic case- 
management system and great¬ 
er use of electronic disclosure.

Man killed, two

One man is dead and 
two women are listed in 
serious condition after 
a head-on collision near 
Lawrencetown Beach on 
Wednesday. 

Just before 6 a.m., 
police say, an SUV collided 
with a car on Highway 
207 in Lawrencetown. The 
55-year-old male driver of 
the SUV was pronounced 
dead after he arrived at 
hospital, police say. 

The name of the victim 
hasn’t been released. 

“It happened in the 
early hours. If anybody 
did see the collision, 
investigators would be 
interested in speaking to 
them,” said Halifax RCMP 
spokesman Cpl. Scott 
MacRae. 

A dark two-door car 
that the two women 
were in could be seen 
with a crushed front end, 
cracked windshield and 
broken driver’s window. 

“Reports were that the 
two females that were in 
the car were ejected from 
the vehicle but it would 
be the job of the traffic 
analyst after a mechanical 
inspection as well as the 
investigators to determine 
the exact circumstances 
surrounding the colli¬ 
sion,” MacRae said. 

Highway 207 was 
closed for more than 
seven hours as police 
investigated the crash.

Boy, 6, dies after 
highway crash

A six-year-old boy involved in a 
car crash near Falmouth died of 
his injuries on Wednesday. 

The four-vehicle accident 
happened at about 11:30 a.m. 
Tuesday on Highway 101, and 
included a tractor-trailer and a 
mobile home. 

“When someone is killed 
in an accident it is a tragedy,” 
said Staff Sgt. Dan Austin of the 


Windsor RCMR “No one likes 
to go to those types of calls.” 

Police say a man, woman 
and three-year-old girl were 
hospitalized after the crash, 
which closed the highway in 
both directions. 

The six-year-old boy and an 
eight-year-old girl were both 
taken to the IWK Health Centre 
by LifeFlight helicopter. 

The woman and children 
were all in the same vehicle, 
and the man was driving the 
tractor-trailer. 

Police say the boy died in 
hospital on Wednesday mor¬ 
ning. The eight-year-old re¬ 
mains at the IWK Health Cen¬ 
tre in stable condition. 

The victim’s name hasn’t 
been released. 


Police say speed was a fac¬ 
tor in the crash. They say the 
tractor-trailer struck a minivan, 
causing it to collide with a mo¬ 
tor home towing a car. 

“Be aware of what’s going 
on, and tiy to drive defensive¬ 
ly,” Austin said, adding that the 


investigation is ongoing. 

The driver of the truck, a 
59-year-old man from Mont¬ 
real, has been charged with 
dangerous operation of a motor 
vehicle causing death. He will 
appear in Windsor provincial 
court on Sept. 3.

easy to get the support that 
they need,” Premier Darrell 
Dexter said during the launch 
at the Halifax Developmental 
Centre on Maynard Street. 

Dexter said the province 
will match a donation of 
$100,000 a year for five years 
from the Margaret and Wal¬ 
lace McCain Family Founda¬ 
tion to create the centres, 
which will be attached to or 
near a school. 

He said hundreds of par¬ 
ents told him navigating 
through the many child-care 


programs and services was 
“challenging,” so the new 
centres will combine existing 
health, education and de¬ 
velopmental supports under 
one roof. 

Parents won’t pay extra 
fees because most areas al¬ 
ready have programs, just in 
different places, Dexter said. 

After the event, Margaret 
McCain told reporters how 
important it is for her to sup¬ 
port the project because of 
her background as a social 
worker. 

“If we’re really going to 
tiy and create a non-violent 
country, we have to start with 
babies when they’re born,” 
McCain said. “It’s about be¬ 
haviour.... It’s about playtime 
with a purpose.” 

Education Minister Ra¬ 
mona Jennex said school 
boards are drafting applica¬ 


tions to host a centre, and she 
hopes to have them in place 
this fiscal year. 

Jennex said each site could 
deliver child care, early inter¬ 
vention, after-school pro¬ 
grams, parent education or 
something unique. 

“Each of these sites is go¬ 
ing to look a little bit differ¬ 
ent,” she said. 

She also announced that 
the centres will be run by her 
department and the provin¬ 
cial Early Years Partnership, 
a new committee of govern¬ 
ment representatives and 
people in the fields of child 
care, education and health. 

Jennex said the centres 
won’t take away from daycare 
but will offer different sup¬ 
ports. The province will work 
with non-profits and busi¬ 
nesses alike to see what gaps 
should be filled. 


Premier nixes election speculation 


After an education announce¬ 
ment on Wednesday in Hali¬ 
fax, Premier Darrell Dexter 
told reporters he is “getting 
tired” of being asked if every 
government initiative is be¬ 
cause of a pending election. 

“When we got elected 
four years ago, we treated 
eveiy announcement ... like 
it was a prelude to the next 
election, because they all 


are,” Dexter said. 

“It’s just a matter of the 
timetable that is rolling along 
that makes this closer to 
whenever the next election is, 
but these are all programs and 
plans that we had been work¬ 
ing on.” 

Dexter said the spring 
and summer announcements 
aren’t just a “spike” before an 
election, but part of the gov¬ 


ernment schedule. 

“After eveiy budget cycle, 
there was always a series of 
announcements because they 
are tied to the budget,” he said. 
“That’s just a natural thing.” 

Dexter said that four years 
ago his NDP government had 
a vision for the province, and 
now the public is seeing the 
tail end of those plans coming

Challenging claim. 

Michael Ryan says

A police watchdog says the 
RCMP did all it could for a 
woman who accused her hus¬ 
band of abuse and tried to 
have him killed, challenging 
a claim by the Supreme Court 
of Canada that the force ig¬ 
nored her pleas for help. 

The Commission for Pub¬ 
lic Complaints Against the 
RCMP issued a lengthy review 
Wednesday into the way Nova 
Scotia detachments handled 
complaints by Nicole Doucet 
in 2007 and 2008. 

Ian McPhail, the commis¬ 
sion’s interim chairman, said 
investigators focused on as¬ 
sertions that the RCMP didn’t 
do enough to help the woman 
before she tried to hire a hit¬ 
man to kill her ex-husband, 
Michael Ryan. 

“The question is, did they 
take all reasonable steps, 
based on policy (and) on the 
information given to them? 
And our conclusion is that 
they did,” McPhail said in an

Doucet was acquitted in

courts handled the case. 

“This has been thoroughly 
reviewed and we need to 
accept the information that 
we have before us,” Landiy 
said when asked if he would 
launch such a probe, cp 


ceiving help from police. 

That ruling was later up¬ 
held by Nova Scotia’s Court of 
Appeal. 

She alleged that she sought 
assistance from police nine 
times in dealing with a violent 
husband, but was told they 


wouldn’t intervene because 
they were deemed civil dis¬ 
putes. 

The commission found 
the RCMP was not provided 
with enough information that 
would have given them “rea¬ 
sonable belief that there was 


violence in the relationship or 
that Ms. Doucet was in dan¬ 
ger.” 

McPhail added that Doucet 
provided no information to 
allow for a criminal investiga¬ 
tion. 

The review says Doucet did 


not report any abuse to the 
agencies that came in con¬ 
tact with her, including Com¬ 
munity Services, undercover 
police, a psychiatrist who as¬ 
sessed her and several RCMP 
officers.

A 32-year-old man has been 
convicted of two counts each 
of dangerous driving causing 
death and impaired driving by 
drugs causing death in a crash 
that killed two teenagers in 
Nova Scotia.

During Fogarty’s trial, the 
Crown told the Nova Scotia Su¬

which witnesses say he drove 
his vehicle was evidence his 
driving posed a public danger. 

The defence argued that Fo¬ 
garty was driving aggressively 
but not dangerously, and asked 
the judge to consider the pos¬ 
sibility the car driven by the 
victims was travelling too fast, 
based on the 16-metre skid 
mark at the accident scene.

Death 
knell sounds for harness 
racing at Truro Raceway 


A harness racing tradition 
that dates back 138 years in 
the Truro area is slated to 
come to an end this weekend. 

The board of the Nova 
Scotia Provincial Exhibition 
(NSPE) Commission voted on 
Monday to shut down har¬ 
ness racing at Truro Raceway 
following Sunday’s race card 
because of a crippling finan¬ 
cial situation that has haunt¬ 
ed the organization for years. 

“The bombshell was 
yesterday,” Steve Morton, 
president of the Truro Har¬ 
ness Horse Owners Associa¬ 
tion, said of the news. “Eveiy- 
one’s veiy concerned and you 
have to realize that there’s 
200 jobs here (approximately) 
and there are people’s liveli¬ 
hoods here.” 

Horsemen have also re¬ 
ceived written confirmation 
that the water and power to 
the stables will be shut off by 
Aug. 15 and all horses must 
be vacated by that time. 

NSPE general manager 
Roger McCallum said the har¬ 
ness racing activities are be-

ing shut down solely because 
of the commission’s financial 
situation. The commission 
has previously reported that 
it is about $1 million in the 
red. 

“Financially at the mo¬ 
ment we have to just discon¬ 
tinue the races,” McCallum 
said. 

Without revenue to pay 
about 15 individuals em¬ 
ployed by the NSPE in the 
grandstands and on the 
grounds, along with other ex¬ 
penses, the decision to shut 
things down could not be put 
off any longer, he said.

Railway chief receives 
nothing but venom 
after coming to town 


Jeers and icy stares greeted the 
head of a railway company as 
he arrived Wednesday with a 
police escort to visit the small 
Quebec community shattered 
by disaster. 

Lac-Megantic resident Ray¬ 
mond Lafontaine, whose son 
and two daughters-in-law are 
among the 50 missing, couldn’t 
conceal his anger. 

”1 wanted to see my chil¬ 
dren’s murderer,” Lafontaine 
said. ’’And I wanted to see the 
murderer of other people from 
here who didn’t ask to die.” 

Lafontaine said he’s been 
contacted by people offering to 
pay cash to use his equipment 
to have the train tracks ripped 
from the ground. 

Ed Burkhardt’s arrival in 
Lac-Megantic was a hot topic 
among residents, but only a 
dozen or so gathered to watch 
the president of the Chicago- 
based Rail World Inc. as he was 
cornered by reporters. 

One man blamed the mod¬ 
est turnout on Burkhardt, ac¬ 


cusing him of slinking in the 
shadows to avoid facing a pot¬ 
entially angiy crowd. 

“When someone’s guilty, 
they hide,” said Bruno Huot. 

What residents lacked in 
numbers, they made up in in¬ 
dignation, with some hurling 
insults at the man they held 
responsible for the loss of their 
homes and loved ones. 

Burkhardt’s comments at 
the news scrum, held in the 
middle of a street, were at 
times drowned out by hecklers. 

Among them was Huot, 
who shouted a string of swear 
words and called Burkhardt a 
murderer. 

One onlooker demanded 
that he visit the site that used 
to be Lac-Megantic’s down¬ 
town. 

The railway boss explained 
that he’d stayed in Chicago to 
deal with the crisis from his of¬ 
fice, where he was better able 
to communicate with insurers, 
the media and officials in differ¬ 
ent places during what he de¬ 
scribed as 20-hour work days. 

His apparent contrition 
seemed to fall on deaf ears. 

“It actually makes us more 
angiy that he’s here because 
I think he’s shameless,” said 
teenager Alyssia Bolduc.

Lego no-go hits man 
like ton of tiny bricks 


A 63-year-old Windsor, Ont., 
man and avid Lego fan drove 
hours to the Vaughan Mills 
Legoland, only to be told he 
wasn’t allowed in because he 
didn’t have a child. 

For years now, John St- 
Onge has been a big Lego fan. 
His interest was piqued when 
he started buying them for 
his children, and it continued 
to grow even after they grew 
up and moved away. 

Today, St-Onge has more 
than 50,000 Lego blocks from 
more than 72 different sets, 
all documented and stored 
away in his home. 

“What they do is only lim¬ 
ited to your imagination,” ex¬ 
plains St-Onge. 

He decided to make a trip 
to Legoland with his 30-year- 
old daughter Nicole on Sat¬ 
urday morning. But after a 
three-hour drive, the excited 
pair was told by staff that 
they wouldn’t be allowed to 
go in without a child present. 

Instead, Legoland has a 
once-a-month “adults night,” 



during which all ages can en¬ 
ter without a child. 

But St-Onge was hopeful 
they’d make an exception, es¬ 
pecially when he only wanted 
to see one thing. 

“I said, ‘All I want is to go 
out and take a picture of the 
skyline exhibit you have. You 
can escort me,”’ he says. 

They asked to speak to the 
manager, who they were told 
was too busy to meet them. 
St-Onge and Nicole drove 
home empty-handed. 


“I didn’t argue the point. 
I’m not going to make a 
scene,” says St-Onge. “But it 
doesn’t make you feel good. 
It makes you feel like you got 
a number on your back.” 

Nicole says the experi¬ 
ence was “quite discouraging, 
quite upsetting, a little bit 
embarrassing. And my dad, 
he feels totally discriminated 
against.” 

Legoland has since been in 
contact with the pair. A repre¬ 
sentative apologized, but says 
they stand by their policies, 
which they explained were 
in place to protect the fam¬ 
ilies that visit. They offered to 
plan a special day for St-Onge, 
but Nicole says the details 
were vague and they weren’t 
sure what the friendly ges¬ 
ture would involve. 

“We would love to go 
back, but it would be at their 
expense as a guest,” she says. 
“I’ve already fronted the trav¬ 
el cost once, two free tickets 
just won’t cut it.”

Report filed on 
alleged sex abuse

An RCMP report into pos¬ 
sible sexual offences against 
children at a polygamous 
commune in southeastern 
B.C. has now been handed 
to a special prosecutor.

As Flight 214 descended over 
San Francisco Bay, both Asi¬ 
ana Airlines pilots were trying 
something new. 

In the left seat of the cockpit 
sat Lee Gang-lcuk, a pilot with 
35 hours of experience flying 
a Boeing 777 who was landing 
the big jet for his first time at 
San Francisco International Air¬ 
port. At his right was Lee Jeong-

trip as an instructor pilot. 

It was also the first time they 
had flown together, though 
they had years of experience. 

Investigators trying to piece 
together what caused the crash 
are looking at their pairing and 
working relationship. 


National Transportation 
Safety Board chairman Deb¬ 
orah Hersman said Wednesday 
the pilot trainee told investiga¬ 
tors he was blinded by a light 
at about 500 feet, the point at 
which the airliner began to 
slow and drop precipitously. 
She said lasers have not been 
ruled out. 

Evidence shows both pilots 
thought the airliner’s speed 
was being controlled by an 
autothrottle set for 157 mph. 

Inspectors found that the 
autothrottle had been “armed,” 
Hersman said. But investigators 
are still determining whether it 
had been engaged.

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Muslims worldwide pray for 
Mideast peace at Ramadan 


Syria Families caught 
in the crossfire struggle 
to eat as prices soar and 
violence persists 


As the Muslim holy month of 
Ramadan began Wednesday, 
many Syrians who observe the 
daily dawn-to-dusk fast that 
is broken with lavish family 
meals are struggling to find the 
usually festive mood and holi¬ 
day warmth as the countiy’s 
bloody conflict rages for a third 
year. 

In one rebel-held city, resi¬ 
dents have resorted to begging 
for crumbs at a local soup kitch¬ 
en, while in a refugee camp on 
the Jordanian border, Syrians 
hounded by the desert heat and 
dust break their fast separated 
from relatives back home. 

Reflecting the deprivation 
brought on by the war, the UN 
food agency said that seven 
million people were now reli¬ 
ant on food aid simply to eat. 
The fighting that has destroyed

Primitive writing found on 5,000-year-old relics 



Archaeologists say they have discovered a new form of primitive writing in 
markings on stoneware excavated from the relic site in eastern China dating 
5,000 years back, the associated press 


Archaeologists say they 
have discovered some of the 
world’s oldest known primi¬ 
tive writing, dating back 5,000 
years, in eastern China, and 
some of the markings etched 
on broken axes resemble a 
modem Chinese character. 

The inscriptions on arti¬ 
facts found south of Shanghai 
are about 1,400 years older 
than the oldest written Chi¬ 
nese language. Chinese schol¬ 
ars are divided over whether 
the markings are words or 
something simpler, but they 
say the finding will shed light 


on the origins of Chinese lan¬ 
guage and culture. 

The oldest writing in the 
world is believed to be from 
Mesopotamia, dating back 
slightly more than 5,000 
years. Chinese characters 
are believed to have been de¬ 
veloped independently. 

Inscriptions were found 
on more than 200 pieces dug 
out from the Neolithic-era Li- 
angzhu relic site. The pieces 
are among thousands of frag¬ 
ments of ceramic, stone, jade, 
wood, ivory and bone excavat¬ 
ed from the site between 2003 


and 2006, lead archaeologist 
Xu Xinmin said. 

The inscriptions have not 
been reviewed by experts out¬ 
side the country, but a group 
of Chinese scholars on archae¬ 
ology and ancient writing 
met last weekend in Zhejiang 
province to discuss the find¬ 
ing. 

They agreed that the in¬ 
scriptions are not enough to 
indicate a developed writing 
system, but Xu said they in¬ 
clude evidence of words on 
two broken stone-axe pieces.

Egypt’s militaiy-backed govern¬ 
ment tightened a crackdown 
on the Muslim Brotherhood on 
Wednesday, ordering the arrest 
of its revered leader in a bid to 
choke off the group’s campaign 
to reinstate President Moham¬ 
med Morsi one week after an 
army-led coup. 

The Brotherhood de¬ 
nounced the warrants for the 
arrest of Mohammed Badie and 
nine other leading Islamists for 
inciting violence Monday that

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Online espionage. Nations 
are hiring cybermercenaries, 
says U.K. intelligence report 


A British intelligence report 
said Wednesday that other 
nations are hiring hackers to 
launch attacks against their 
enemies, a trend it described as 
particularly worrying. 

The warning over cyber¬ 
mercenaries came in an annual 
report published by Britain’s 
Intelligence and Security Com¬ 
mittee, a watchdog body of 
senior lawmakers that oversees 
Britain’s spy agencies. 

Citing testimony from 
British eavesdropping agency 
GCHQ, the report described the 
mercenaries as “skilled cyber 
professionals undertaking at¬ 
tacks on diverse targets such 
as financial institutions and 
energy companies. 

“These groups pose a threat 
in their own right, but it is the 
combination of their capability 
and the objectives of their state 
backers which makes them of 
particular concern,” it said. 

The lawmakers didn’t name 
any specific countries or say 
how widespread the practice

was. The report didn’t go into 
much further detail, but there’s 
long been concern over the pro¬ 
liferation of private companies 
that profit from developing and 
distributing offensive software. 

The report quoted GCHQ 
as saying that the electronic 
threat facing Britain is “at its 
highest level ever and is ex¬ 
pected to rise further still.”

Red tape is leading obstacle for business 
in Canada, according to survey of execs 


A survey of leading Canadian 
executives puts government 
inefficiency far ahead of high 
taxes as the top impediment to 
doing business in this country. 

The survey, conducted for 
the 2012 World Economic 
Forum, showed that Canadian 
executives no longer regarded 
high taxes as a major problem, 


as they had several years earlier. 

The Conference Board, 
which issued the report, says 
that finding shows Canadian 
executives are aware that re¬ 
cent cuts to tax rates by both 
federal and provincial govern¬ 
ments have increased Canada’s 
competitive advantage. 

By contrast, executives in 


seven of 11 other countries 
participating in the survey con¬ 
tinued to list high taxes as the 
biggest problem they face.

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EAT YOUR PHOBIA FOR BREAKFAST 


Phobias are nothing to fear. Almost everyone has 
an irrational fear of something, be it snakes or 
planes or snakes on planes or being trapped in a 
movie theatre with Samuel L. Jackson or being 
unable to make pop cultural references fresher 
than 2006. But I want to assure you that phobias 
are nothing to be ashamed of. 

Why? Because I too have a phobia — light¬ 
ning. Most phobias — which is Greek for “fears 
you have that your friends find hilarious”—are 
well-known, but fortunately so are the best 
approaches to dealing with them. 

Here we pair some of the most common pho¬ 
bias with a few of the more effective treatments: 

Spiders. There’s an excellent way to feel 
better about a spider’s legs skittering over your 
exposed neck at night, or its hungry mouth chewing at your bare 
skin: Remember that according to the Internet the average 
person eats an average of eight spiders a year as they sleep. So they 
might be eatingyou, but you’re getting the last laugh—possibly

with a spider leg or two flying from your lips as 
you chortle. And note that the Internet says an 
“average” person eats eight spiders a year. A 
really exceptional person, such as astronaut and 
professional Better-Than-You Chris Hadfield, 
eats as many as 10 spiders in a single week! 

(I would have once scoffed at the idea there 
was any way to count how many spiders a person 
eats at night, but now that I know what the NSA 
has been up to, it all makes sense. Thanks 
Edward Snowden!) 

Snakes. There are almost no dangerous 
snakes in Canada, and the few that are, are 
extremely passive animals, so this phobia is what 
scientists call “stupid.” Therefore every time you 
feel a twinge of fear coming on, have a friend or 
relative say, “Don’t be stupid! It’s just a snake, stupid. God, you’re 
so stupid” until the fear passes. (Note: This approach sometimes 
requires secondary therapy.) 

Heights. Some therapists recommend climbing a ‘fear ladder,’ 


where you expose yourself to your fear in small manageable steps. 
With heights, you can combine the figurative and literal by 
jumping from a ladder every day, each day one rung higher. By 
Day 15 or so the problem kind of takes care of itself. 

Lightning. Commonly referred to by scientists as the ‘sexy 
phobia,’ many of history’s greatest heroes were terrified by light¬ 
ning. Benjamin Franklin. Neil Armstrong. Thor. Yes, they had 
stoic exteriors, but a loud thunderclap made them cry like school¬ 
girls. 

So if you should find yourself at home during a lightning 
storm, trying not to hyperventilate while you distract yourself 
with a battle-filled Game ofThrones episode cranked to full vol¬ 
ume (to pick an entirely random example) then that’s OK. Accept 
it as part of the wonderful, handsome writer you are. Er, person 
you are. 

And that’s howyou deal with phobias. Of course the best way 
to approach any fear is to recognize that, even if you’re not feeling 
great, you’re in no real danger. Remember to smile, recite some 
positive statements, and take long, deep breaths. Ifyou do that at 
night, you’ll also swallow some spiders.

When Halifax’s Mo Kenney 
penned her forlorn acoustic la¬ 
ment Sucker, she was in a bad 
place. 

Merely 19 years old at 
the time, she was living on 
her own in Halifax for the 
first time and working two 
“crappy” jobs, one at a dollar 
store and the other whipping 
together pizzas at Sobeys. Oh, 
and she was freshly dumped.

By winning, Kenney 
bested a field that included 
Montreal’s icy electro-pop 
outfit Purity Ring, stylistic¬ 
ally diverse Toronto singer/ 
songwriter Maylee Todd, 
rootsy Hamilton duo White¬ 
horse and banjo-brandishing 
Toronto native Tamara Lin- 
deman, who performs as the 
Weather Station.

The wonderful world of Doctor Oz

In addition to hosting his Em¬ 
my-winning talk show, over¬ 
seeing a non-profit and ready¬ 
ing to launch a magazine, Dr. 
Mehmet Oz still has time to 
be a practicing cardiothoracic 
surgeon. He’s also a family 
man, with a wife and four 
children. How does he juggle 
it all? We went straight to the 
source for answers. 

5:45 a.m.: Rise and shine 

Dr. Oz knows that the early 
bird gets the worm: “I get 
up at about quarter to six,” 
he tells us. Upon waking, Dr. 
Oz does a short, 10-minute 
workout “which is mainly 
yoga, with some calisthen¬ 
ics,” he says. “I change those 
calisthenics a bit, but they’re 
essentially core work, so sit- 
ups, push-ups, etc.” 

7 a.m.: Get to work 

After a morning shower, Dr. 
Oz commutes by car from his 
home in New Jersey to his TV 
studio in the city. “I’m here 
by like five to seven because 
at seven o’clock every mor¬ 
ning, we start our meetings,” 
he says. Dr. Oz tapes two 
shows a day and preps for 
both at the morning meet¬ 
ing: “We troubleshoot (and 
make any) last changes,” he 
says. For breakfast, it’s Greek 
yogurt, berries and a green 
juice — a mix of produce like 
cucumbers, celery, apples, 
oranges, lemons and limes 
— which he makes the night 
before. 


8:30 a.m.: Rehearsal 

“At 8:301 go out to rehearse for 
an hour, and then I run back 
to the hardest part of my day, 
which is hair and makeup. 
Guys can’t stand that stuff— 
you have to sit still and not do 
anything for 15,20 minutes.” 

10 a.m.: Showtime 

12 p.m.: Lunch 

Dr. Oz’s genial spirit comes 
through when he tells us about 
the cauliflower his wife, lisa, 
made him for lunch: “Here, eat 
that. It’s good,” he says, offer¬ 
ing us a bite. 

12:30 p.m.: Meetings 

Dr. Oz’s life may sound glamor¬ 
ous, but he still has meetings 
like the rest of us. 

1:30 p.m.: Rehearsal for the 
second show 

3 p.m.: Second show 

5 p.m.: Final touches, preps for 
upcoming shows 

After both of the day’s episodes 
are taped, Dr. Oz runs upstairs 
to his studio to record voice¬ 
overs and promos for the local 
markets. “(What) people don’t 
realize about television is it’s 
a veiy local business,” he says. 
“It’s a national show, but you 
have to help the local people 
win their markets. So, you’ve 
got to give them stuff to help 
them tell the stoiy.”

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Potato curry in a hurry 



“Aloo gobi, the Indian curry 
made with potatoes, cauli¬ 
flower and spices, is a firm 
favourite in our household,” 
writes Miriam Sorrell in her 
book Mouthwatering Vegan. 
“So I decided to create some 
fast burgers based loosely 
on that wonderful dish. If 
you like potato curry, you 
are going to love these. 
Serve with a simple salad of 
greens and cherry tomatoes 
on the side ... And slap on 
the ketchup!” 

1. Place the peas and corn 
in a saucepan and cover 
with boiling water. Cook for 
a couple of minutes, then 
drain and set aside. 

2. Meanwhile, in a medium 
bowl mash the microwaved 
potatoes. Add the margar¬ 
ine, milk, curry powder and 
salt. Bear in mind that the 
mash needs to be a fairly 
firm consistency. 

3. In a food processor, pro¬ 
cess together the carrot, on¬ 
ion, garlic, mushrooms and 
herbs. 


Ingredients 


• 3 tbsp (45 ml) frozen peas 

• 2 tbsp (30 ml) frozen corn 

• 4 medium potatoes micro 
waved until soft, then peeled 

• l tbsp (15 ml) vegan margarine 

• about 1/4 cup (60 ml) 
non-dairy milk 

• 11/2 tsp (7-5 ml) curry powder 

• salt to taste 

• 1 medium carrot, grated 

• 1/2 onion 

• 2 cloves garlic 
. 4 mushrooms 

• sprig of fresh mint 

• sprig of fresh rosemary 

• 2 tsp (10 ml) nutritional yeast 

• 11/2 tbsp (22.5 ml) un¬ 
bleached all-purpose flour 

• olive oil 


4. Add the ingredients from 
the food processor to the 
mashed potato mixture, 
together with the cooked 
peas and corn, nutritional 
yeast and flour. Stir well 
with a fork, taste and adjust 
seasoning if necessary. 


5. Heat a drizzle of olive oil 
in a nonstick frying pan set 
over medium heat. Spoon in 
dollops of the potato mixture. 
Cook for a few minutes, flat¬ 
tening very slightly with a 
spatula to make patty shapes, 
then gently flip. You may 
need to do this in batches, re¬ 


peating with any remaining 
mixture, to make 8 burgers. 

6 . Serve on buns with your 
favourite burger fixings, or 
on their own with vegetables 
and salad. Reheat any left¬ 
overs in a hot oven—they 
may become mushy in the 


microwave.

A wine crate one day, and a coffee table the next 



One man's treasure. 

7 ways you can turn 
alcohol holders into 
something useful 


Old wine crates can be found 
lying around the house, at 
your local liquor store or 
even at neighbourhood gar¬ 
age sales. 

Before sending them to 
the landfill, consider a few 
do-it-yourself options to 
repurpose wine crates for 


household use. 

1 Create a contemporaiy 
bookcase by painting 
each crate a different col¬ 
our and stacking one on top 
of another. 

Break up solid colours 
by using a stencil to create 
unique and fun patterns. 

Enhance your outdoor 
patio with makeshift rus¬ 
tic seating options. It’s as 
simple as just flipping over 
each crate so the flat surface 
is on top. Chair pads can pro¬ 


vide an option for more cush¬ 
ioned seating and come in a 
variety of shapes and colours. 
Add a touch of spring to 
your kitchen or patio by 
creating a planter box for 
your favourite foliage. 

Start by drilling a few 
holes into the bottom of the 
crate to allow for drainage, 
and then spray the crate with 
a waterproof seal. 

Once the crate is dry, just 
flip it over, fill with potting 
soil and start planting. Wine 
crates are the ideal size for 
potted plants. 


4 Add a textured, lofty 
accent to your bar or 
kitchen walls by using 
wine crates as wall tiles. Take 
each crate apart until you’re 
left with flat boards, and then 
cover an entire wall with the 
tiles. 

5 Wine crates don’t just 
have to be used to store 
wine bottles. Throw your 
household knickknaclcs into 
old crates, then stack and 
store away. Attaching wheels 
to each crate creates rolling 
storage for easy access and 
transportation. 

5 Running in and out of 
the house during sum¬ 
mer parties in the back¬ 
yard can track dirt inside. 

Use a leftover wine crate 
as a shoe storage rack for 
your back patio to prevent 


unwanted messes inside the 
house. 

7 Creating a coffee table 
out of a wine crate can 
be a cost-friendly way to 
add a rustic feel to your liv¬ 
ing room. First stain or paint 
three or four crates and let 


them diy. Then arrange the 
crates and create a frame 
using L brackets. Nail the 
crates to the frame, and enjoy 
your new DIY coffee table.

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‘I had a blastBlack wins 
silver, bronze in Russia 




Her silver- and bronze-medal 
performances on Wednes¬ 
day against the world’s best 
wasn’t what made Ellie Black 
most proud. 

Instead, it was a fourth- 
place finish at the world 
university summer games in 
Kazan, Russia, that had the 
Halifax gymnast beaming. 

For the first time in com¬ 
petition, the 2012 Olympian 
tried an especially difficult 
vault routine, which, among 
other mind-bending feats of 
athleticism, required her to 
execute two full 360-degree 
body twists in a second or so 
and then land squarely on her 
feet. 

She nailed it but ended up 
just shy of the podium. How¬ 
ever, that did little to temper 
Black’s joy on the third and 
final day of competition. 

“When I landed my vault, 
I just had a huge smile on my 
face. I wasn’t thinking about 
my result. I knew I did it,” 
Black said. “I was so happy, 


eveiyone was telling me how 
great I did. I was so proud. 

“It took a little more than 
I’m used to mentally and 
physically, and it’s hard when 


it’s the third day of compe¬ 
tition. My body was a little 
tired, so I had to go a little 
harder, but everything went 
so well.” 

The reigning senior na¬ 
tional all-around champion 
placed fourth on Tuesday in 
the women’s all-around final. 

A day later, everything 
came together for the 17-year- 
old, who approached the final 
events full of confidence. 


Black placed third on the 
balance beam after her vault 
performance, and then silver 
in the floor exercise. She’s the 
first Canadian woman to med¬ 
al in artistic gymnastics at the 
annual event since 1983. 

“I approached the day just 
like normal, to go out there 
and approach the routine 
the way I wanted to. I wasn’t 
thinking about the outcome 
at all, I was focused on per¬ 


forming my best. I’m so proud 
to come back home with two 
medals for Canada and I had a 
blast while doing it.” 

Now Black, who will start 
her first year at Dalhousie 
University in September, has 
her sights on the world gym¬ 
nastic championships in Ant¬ 
werp, Belgium, from Sept. 30 
to Oct. 6. 

“That’s my next big chal¬ 
lenge.”

We may never know 
exactly what Alex Rod¬ 
riguez and Ryan Braun are 
being accused of in MLB’s 
Biogenesis investigation — 
if they beat the rap. 

That’s because details 
likely will be caught in a 
tangle of legal gymnastics 
involving MLB, the play¬ 
ers’ union and probably an 
arbitrator, who could rule 
no discipline is warranted.

The hard-nosed University 
of North Carolina product 
was drafted by the Pacers 
13th overall in 2009, and 
averaged seven points and 4.6 
rebounds last season.
